.Today, (Mar. SV In Freshman 
ïjnmÎMins nien o( 1945 wlU be faced 
wlUi^i^od typical of that which 
students '^in England have been 
iore^rto^eat for two and a half 
yearc, "since declaration of war. On 
the tables before them viU be a 
menu with ^^fr^^mmplete dinner 
lists, one for Un average day at Yale 
and one for an average day at Ex- 
eter College in Oxford University— 
under war>time rationing. 

They will be able to select either 
meal they want, but even so, by 
simply reading the menu and look- 
ing at the English" dishes' served, 
they will be able to observe the ef- 
fects of rationing and to see what 
might happen in America should 
food ever become dangerously 
scarce. 

' For.breakfasti the British under* 
graduate has hot oatmeal (porridge) 
with milk, sausagos, rolls and bread, 
and coffee or tea. Lunch is the day's 
most meagre meal, and is comprised 
of steamed codfish and potatoes, 
with tapioca pudding for dessert. 
Dinner is pretty heavy, with soup, 
"Hot Pot," a sort of super stew, and 
a combination dessert of custard 
and "apple shape." Britons are fond 
of heavy desserts and arc still able 
to have them to a certain extent: 
no eg:gs are used, but the sugar ra- 
tion of eight ounces per week is 
only four ounces less than our own. 
Strictly Home Orown " ~ 

The vegetables used In the college 
dlning-halls in England are largdy 
grown on allotments on the college 
playing-fields and are tended by 
undergraduateskand^ Fellows alike. 
Orûy imritioMd Item in the whole 
food scheme is bread and this is 
fresh but three days à week, due to 
restrictions on baking. 

Commenting on the one-day inno- 
vation. Miss A. Margaret Bowers, 
director of the University Dining 
Halls, said: "Although eating Brit- 
ish is only voluntary, just the listing 
of a typical English college^ meal 
will 'sérVe as a reminder thaV con- 
servation of food is necessary es- 
pecially in wartime." 

So prevalent is the respect for 
food in England that children only 
six years old brought over for the 
duration to live in New Haven, al- 
ways refused to help themselves to 
food they did not like, rather, than 
making it useless by; taking 'It on 
to their' plates. Miss Bowers men- 
tioned that butter is the chief item 
of waste*in the various dining halls. 
Feregrensiions of a Story 

To get the menus from England, 
a News heeler wrote the British 
consul in New Yoric From the con 
sul his request was passed on to the 
Britirh Library of Information. The 
Library wrote back, saying they did 
not have the lists he requested, but 
would cable to London to get t)iem. 
"Due to the war, you will under< 
stand that there may.be a slight 
. delay," . read the jtettq^^lie . heeler 
endeavored ° to ùiâmtand.' Three 
days later he got a letter with over 
800 words of Information and a 
brief apology for the delay. It was, 
however, not signed by Winston 
ChurchllL

Students Called 
Draft Dodgers 
By Coed Warden 

Halifax, N.S., March 9. 
(C.U.P.) — StudenU at Dal- 
housie University here find 
themselves in a dilemma owing 
to conflicting statements that 
have been issued around the 
campus. 

Miss Anna MacKecn, warden 
ofiSheriff Hall, women's student 
residence, is quoted, according 
to rumors since verified, as call- 
ing Medical and Law students, 
and - the President of the Stu- 
dents' Council, "draft dodgers." 

The dilemma in which Dalhousie 
students find themselves stems from 
the fact that earlier in the year the 
President of the University, address- 
ing the assembled student body, as- 
sured them that it was the govern- 
ment's desire that students remain 
at their studies and complete the 
courses necessary for their degrees. 
Variance of Opinion 

Now with this statement by. a 
member of the University adminis- 
trative staff the male students of 
the University find that they are 
caught between two opinions and 
do not know which one to believe. 
They feel that the President of the 
University ■ was speaking for the 
entire administrative staff when he 
spoke, but they also believe that no 
member of this staff would call the 
students "draft dodgers" without 
the knowledge of the University 
authorities. 

Ttie president of the Students'- 
Council, Webster Macdonald, it ex- 
pected to answer the charge laid at 
his door and at the door of Medical 
and Law students In a statement to 
the next issue of the Dalhousie 
Gazette.

G. Montgomeiy as physician In the 
Montreal General Hospital. 

He is survived by his wife, three 
brothers, a daughter, and bis par- 
ents, .

Of course, all unneeessaq^^apending and timë- 
wuting must be cut out. but do not shrug your 
shoiilders and be content to see all campus in- 
stitutions and traditions die because there is a 
war on. These things must be kept alive. You 
cannot expect post-war students to bring back 
pre-war cuatoms ior the sinriple reuon that 
they will be Ignorant of them.

To ' be an ' educationai aaaèt the modem 
university should be a rèflèetlèn of the wider 
life going on outside its gates. If this provision 
ia fulfilled the student has a chance of rubbing 
shoulders with the world before launching out 
on his own in profeasional or business liie. On 
the Campus and in the corridors, we r'.haye an 
opportunity of meeting every conceivable 'type 
of desirable and undesirable fellow-human. It 
is thus we learn. - ■ 

There is Uie seeker aftër office with his 
shallow intrigues and his eternal striving for 
the glorification of self. There is Uie loud 
voiced one, who pours forth Incessant nothings 
from morning to night. These and others of 
their ilk we know and shun. But he who does 
himself more harm than the Khemer or the 
braggart is the man wlio lives, by himself in 
a shell ot impenetrable, isolation. His case is 
the worst of any for his very aloofness pro- 
tects him from the effects of reforming criti 
dam. 

In the minds of Uioee of the last-named class 
the conception of such a thing as undergraduate 
activity appears to have no existence. ' They 
pass a tranquil life of undisturljed self -suffi 
clency. We meet them at lectures, or stalking 
alone through the corridors. But at the end of 
the academic day they sfink away and we see 
them no more. Just at the houi: when the 
normal-minded man seeks the company of his 
fellows Uiese others slip off to enjoy their self- 
constructed seclusion, all unconscious of the 
fact that Uièy are leUing the greatest of oppor- 
tunities slip by them. 

Tor these Uie Union means nothing more 
Uian a name; aUiletlcs, a bore; the undergradu- 
ate newspaper,.a rag; Uie Literary and Dtrbating 
Society, a farce;'and all the countiess forms of 
organlzed undergraduate life an appalling waste 
of their precious time. Such a one is In the 
University but not of it. When he passes out 
into oblivion at the end of his course his sole 
Utle to Uiè name of a graduate ot McOiU lies 
in Uie scrap of sheepskin that he «arries away 
with him.

The man who cannot afford to get, down off 
his perch and mova about among hia fellows is 
wasting his time at a modern university. ,:AU 
the wisdom and learning that he, may accumu- 
late wiU not save him from a fossilized Old age.

Sir William Osier somewhere . said that 
when a man reaehtd .the age of aixty ha had 
palled Uie age of usafulness beUi to loieiety and 
to himself! He should,' therefore, quletl^ and 
painloaaly be relieved of the tedium of exist 
encé. \ 

There have not been lacking oUier well 
known writera to aupport' the same ;vlew, as 
there have not been lacking fôUowers of the 
Ciceronian idea Uiat old age Is the fulfilment 
of life'a 'experience. 

Now Sir,, William Osier was a doctor, while 
Cicero wu not.' Therefore Sir Wiiljam knew 
that old age phyiicaUy does not always mean 
th« fulfilment of youUi'a energy. In .Uie world 
of effort it means the decline of youth's power 
and ambition. SomeUmeij not always, it means 
hopelassnou. 

Wa do aot'hoid to tha universality of .the 
law; we do'^nqV balievft Uiat aU, men 'past the 
age Of fifty are iutproiditctlve Inemnbents of this 
terresUal sphere. Even apart from this a man 
who haa bMn of benefit to humanity in his 
younger, years deserves to at the very leut an 
quiet senescence in peaceful retlremant. '• 

While all thia is Urue, old age, in the eager 
push of world pregrcis, must give" way . to the 
vigour of youth. . . 

YouUi ia Uie period of ambition,, of energy 
and of achievements. Old age is often a period 
of reaeUon towards eoniervaUsm, while at the 
same .Ume.; the lyouthful belief in the inherent 
goodneta of 'human nature has been, if not al- 
together lost, at least sorely Uied. 

Old age, says Cicero, is the Ume of philo- 
aophieal reflection and mature judgment.

Soon enough the ball starts rolling with speed 
enough to outstrip Its' starters, and -they must 
fall back, exhausted to give pla'ce to the fresher, 
sUronger, younger generation.
